PASSES AWAY 

President of Earlington Ma- 
chine Works Succumbs 
to Paralytic' 
Stroke 

THE END CAME SUDDENLY 



Mr. Michael Hanna, founder and 
president of the Earlington Machine 
Works, died at his home in this city 
Saturday nighty at 9 o'clock of par- 
r * alysis. Mr. Hanna returned on Fri 
day morning from a business trip to 
Hopkinsville. seemingly in better 
health than he had been for many 
years, but on Saturday morning at 8 
o'clock the family were awakened by 
a noise from his room and found him 
suffering from a paralytic stroke, 
which was the third one within the 
past few years. All was done for 
him that medical skill could do but 
he sank rapidly and passed away on 
the evening of the same day. Mr. 
Hanna was a man of unusual energy 
and could he have chosen the end this 
would have been as he wished for he 
chafed under inactivity, and while the 
shock to the family was almost un. 
bearable, they find consolation in this 
thought. 

Michael Hanna was born in the 
beautiful city of Vienna, Austria, in 
the year 1841 and at the age of 13 
years took up his life's work, that of 
an iron foundryman. At the age of 
18 he enlisted in the Austrian army 
and served until he came to America 
twelve years later. He then settled 
at LaPorte, Indiana, and the same 
year was married to Miss Teresa 
Weidman, a native of Bavaria. Of 
this happy union ten children were 
born, eight daughters and two sons, 
all of whom are surviving their 
mother and father but two, Mrs 
J. P. McElfatrick, and still another 
daughter, Teresa, who was drowned 
while skating about twelve years ago 
The surviving children are: Mis< 
Cecelia Hanna, secretary of the Earl 
ington Machine Works; Michael 
Hanna, Jr, gene»l manager ; Mrs, 
John Brien, of Evansville; Miss Al 
ma Hanna, who is a trained nurse in 
St. Thomas Hospital, Nashville; 
Miss Antoinette Hanna, who holds a 
responsible government position in 
Tacoma.Wash; and Misses Amelia 
and Veronica Hanna. John, the 
youngest son fc is a student at Norte 
Dame University in Indiana. All 
came home to pay the last sad rites 
to their beloved father, except Miss 
Nettie, who was unable to reach here 
on account of the gieat distance. 

Funeral services were held at the 
church of the Immaculate Concep 
tion, of which he was a devout mem 
ber, on Monday morning and was 
attended by a large number of sor- 
rowing re'atives and friends Rev 
Father O'Connor, of Louisville and 
Walsh, of Hopkinsville, conducted 
solemn high mass, which was fol 
lowed by burial in the Earlington 
cemetery. The pallbearers were: 
Messrs C M. Henry, Thos. Blair, 
Dan Umstead, Douglas O'Brien, 
Dr. W. K. Nisbet and A G. Spill 
man, six of his special friends. 

Mr Hanna was well and favorably 
known both in Hopkins and Chris- 
tian counties where he has made his 
home for many years, coming to 
Earlington from Madison ville 'many 
years ago, where he has since re- 
sided c< *.'iiiuously. He was an in- 
teresting^Nker and his reminiscences 
of the old country were a delight to 
his friends. Whenever he \» as ill he 
always used his native language 
which sometimes proved quite puz- 
zling to members of his family.

Black Diomond Coal Co. at Orakes- 
boro; Beech Creak Coal Co. and Kirk 
Coal Co. at Beech Creek: Nelson 
Creek Coal Co. at Nelson; Mercer 
Coal Co. and Gibraltar Coal Co. at 
Mercer; Greenville Coal Co. operat- 
ing both at Martwick and Powderly 
and W. O. Duncan Coal Co. operat- 
ing at Graham and Luzerne, all in 
Muhlenberg county ; Taylor Coal Co. 
at Beaver Dam; Williams Coal Co. 
at McHeriry; Broadway Coal Mining 
Co. at Simmons; Rockport Coal Co. 
at Rockport, all in Ohio county; 
People's Coal Co. at Henderson and 
Pittsburg Coal Co. at Spottsville.

Thla will martf the 
first visit of Governor Stanley to his 
home since his Inauguration as Gov- 
ernor last December. 

Tho Boy Scouts of America have 
affected an organization at Frlnceton. 
and Irl H. Steven*, a young railroad 
man of that place, has been elected 
tcoutmaster of the troop. The mem 
bert of the troop have proffered their 
service to the town authorities In an 
effort to make Princeton a cleaner and 
more healthful place. 

Fred Brown of Dover carries a 
pocket knife which has been In posses- 
sion of the family for more than eighty 
years.

aourl. Thit action. It was explained, 
wat token to conform to certain legal 
requirement!, and does not affect the 
organic lawa of the order, which bat 
25,000 members. 

Working only a few hours in a tun 
nel, on the Loulaville and Nashville 
Railroad In Laurel County, Leadner 
Thomas was crushed to death beneatb 
a cave-In of rock, and hit estate re- 
covered a verdict of $4,000 for h'.s 
death. The Appellate Court at Frank 
fort affirmed this Judgment in the case 
of the Louisville and Nashville Rati 
road Company against Thomas's ad 
mlnlstrator. The Court held that the 
company did not furnish Thomas a 
tare place to work, and that he wat 
not sufficiently acquainted with thf 
work to assume the risk. 

Through a ruling of the court of ap 
peala Mrt. Ada Btratton Wilton of St 
Matthews, a niece of the late W. A 
Stratton, wealthy ttove manufacturer 
waa held entitled to $205,000. tbe bulk 
of an estate left by h-r unci*. The 
widow, Mrs. W. A. Stratton, who was 
Mlaa Julia Eschmann, and formerly 
housekeeper for Mr. Stratton, Is given 
$26,000 under construction of the will 
Mrs Stratton tued for a widow's Inter 
est In the estate, but It waa thown tc 
tbe court's satisfaction that the sum ol 
$25,000 waa tattled upon Mrt. Stratton 
prior to her marriage. Mrs. Wllsor 
waa the sole heir of the deceaser: 

A petrified stump was found In 01 
of the Marrowbone Coke Company 
coal mines at Rockhouse, near Pike 
vllle. It wat discovered on top of a 
coal vein 2.800 feet from the mouth ot 
the mine and at a depth of 600 feet 
The ttump, which It three feet In 
diameter and two feet high, la Intact 
roots and all, and is well preserved 
It is so hard that it resists the best 
tempered steel tools. A feature of tbe 
discovery was two petrified seedr. re 
sembling peach-stones, on top of tbe 
stump. The stump shows that It wai 
cut off by a sharp Instrument, the sev 
erance being clean. The prehistoric 
And. which is an object of much cur 
loslty, Is on exhibition. 

Adequate preparedness for natlona: 
defense demands the abolition of tht 
alcoholic liquor traffic, according tt 
tbe official call for the Kentucky pro 
hlbltlon party. Issued by Chairman 
Francla Beauchamp. at I^oulsvllle. The 
United States will never be really pre 
pared to defend itself againtt aggres 
lion "while nine-tenths of our young 
men are rendered physically unfit foi 
service by the destroying Influence ol 
the liquor traffic," the call says. The 
prohibition convention will meet In 
Louisville May 24 and 26. Delegates tc 
the national convention will be elect 
ed Leaders of the party declare that 
plant are being made for an aggressive 
campaign. 

Perhaps one of the largest puplai 
trees ever marketed in Kentucky hat 
Juat been cut, manufactured and load 
ed at Koua Station, near Whltesburg 
by the Coeburn Lumber company, fui 
shipment to Cincinnati dealers. The 
big tree In question waa ten feet in 
diameter at the butt aud waa over 
300 feet to the first limb. Whan aawee 
It cut out 12,700 feet of first claaa lum 
ber; 6,000 feet of other grades— tu al 
nearly 19,000 feet. The tree was cut 
from th« 8am J. Wright timber traci 
high up in the Cumberland mouiitala> 
not far from the Virginia border line 
It required ten large teams of oxen tc 
"make" tbe logs to the mill. The com 
pany paid $760 for the big tree, and. Il 
It said, will matte money on tha pur

As the boys en 
tered the cars the touching farewells 
of loved ones brought tears to many 
eyes. 

In an interview with Captain E. 
A. Davis this morning just before 
leaving The Index wa? requested to 
express to the people of Mineral Wells 
for him the high appreciation of the 
company, officers and men, for the 
courtesy and kindness uniformly ex- 
tended since the order came for bord- 
er service. Captain Davis stated that 
Company "I" would be looked after 
carefully in their absence, and in \iew 
of the tact that some of the enlisted 
men were leaving homes, wives and

Circuit Judge R. L. Stout at Frank- 
fort decided that sheriffs should be 
paid mileage to and from penal Insti- 
tutions when they take convicted pris- 
oners for Incarceration. Sheriffs J. B. 
Jones, Pulaski County, and Tom Lo- 
gan, Hopkins County, aued State 
Auditor Greene, to compel him to la- 
sue warrants for mileage to and from 
the State Penitentiary when they had 
taken prisoners. He declined to issue 
the warrants. The case will be ap- 
pealed by the state. 

Plans for a division of the South be- 
tween the Louisville * Nashville Rail- 
road and the Southern Railway, aa dis- 
cussed by Milton H. 8mlth, president 
of the L. * It, and the late Samuel 
Spencer, president of the Southern, 
were placed in evidence before the 
Interstate Commerce Commlaslon at 
Washington. References were made In 
letters to Messrs. Smith and Spencer 
as Plxarro and C'ortez. but Mr. Smith 
said he had no knowledge of such cor- 
respondence and characterized the 
matter aa "rot." 

Official notice was given the Win- 
chester Waterworks Company at Win- 
chester by the city council that be- 
tween May 2 and 15 proper steps would 
be taken to arrive at a fair value of 
the aystem for the purpose of purchas- 
ing aame.
